He delivered a stinging 
arraignment of the war administration of Premier Borden and 
said he could not support a conscription measure under a govern- | 
ment that had been guilty of the criminal negligence of the past 
three years. 

He showed in convincing manner how the soldiers’ dependents 
had not been properly cared for and how the returned veterans had | 
not been given the treatment that their sacrifices had merited.

others bore the burden; of extrava- | 
gance so long as they got their own | 
share. But the question before the!

than that of mere money; it was a| 
question of flesh and blood.

Canada today, Continuing, he said: | 

To Justify Vote 

“The military service act is now in | 
force. It is in operation. The effect | 
of that act is being felt everywhere, 
Everybody is interested in its opera- 
tion and in its working. I voted against 
that act, ladies and gentlemen, in par- 
lament. I spoke against it in my ca- 
pacity as your representative, and it 
is for me here tonight to justify my 
vote, to secure approbation or con- 
demnation as you see best, (Applause. ) 
All I ask is that, in your own interest, 
you receive at my lips the explanation 
that it is my wish to offer. 

“IT wish to say that in dealing ‘with 
these measures | occupy a_ position 
somewhat different from that oecu- 
pied by many other members of par- 
liament. ! felt more free to discuss 
this measure on its merits when it was - 
drawn to the atténtion of parliament 
than possibly other members did. I 
had the honor to represent the prov- 
ince which, according to the figures, 
had led this Dominion of Canada in 
service and sacrifice for war, and I 
represented a constituency which, I 
believe, led this province of Alberta.

“The committee of the citizens of Halifax was named to make a 
public statement on the damage to the city of Halifax and the town 
of Dartmouth, and after as careful survey as possible of the damaged 
area the committee reported that while every building in Halifax 
jand Dartmouth was more or less damaged, the devastated area is 
found near the scene of the explosion and embraces chiefly districts 
joceupied by workers and the poorer classes. Between 3000 and 
4000 of such dwellings have been destroyed by the explosion or by 
fire. The number of those affected is estimated at 25,000, and 
twhile, of course, the circumstances of all or most of them cannot 
|be ascertained until each one’s case is investigated, yet it is said 
that the destitute poor in the area will number upward of 20,000 
jand their actual loss and estignated cost of their temporary main

Haying reorganized their forces, the 


in November aitempted in 
another way to press through to the 
Channel, They selected a route by 
which they could keep far enough in- 
land to escape the fire of British and 
Irench war-ships.

Some Nuts to Crack |

HIS IS THE SEASON when nuts abound, and having gathered many you

HOG MARKET FLUCTUATIONS 


The effect of the new tax on packers’ 
profits upon hog production remains to 
be seen, It should have a stimulating 
effect. The new regulation, however, 
deals only with the profits of the pack- 

‘er, The real grievance the farmer has 

had against the packer is not so much 
on the score of profits in the business 
as the abrupt fluctuations in the price 
of hogs brought about at certain 
|periods of the year, If, therefore, in 
addition to regulating the profite of 
the packer, something can be done to 
maintain a steady market for hogs, 
hog production in this country is 
bound to increase. A drop of a couple 
of dollars per cwt. in the price of hogs 
occurred a few weeks ago, yet there 
has been no corresponding drop in the 
| price of hog products. It is this kind 
of thing that makes the farmer sus- 
|pictous and makes him hesitate about 
}inereasing hog production even at the 
present time,—-Canadian Farm.

HE eolution of what 
I call the “pension 
fraud problem” was 
one of the hardest 
matters that ever 
fell to me in my ca- 
pacity as govern- 
ment investigator. 
Some of my work 
in London and New 
York had been brought to the attention 
of the departmental heads at Washing- 
‘ton—in particular the detection of the 
‘maniac Shay, a case in which I was sin- 
‘gularly fortunate. I received a flattering 
offer of an imspectorship in the pension 
department, which was about this time 
much worried by the innumerable cases 
of fraud that were being continually dis- 
covered, and so, relinquishing my law 
practice in New York, I made Washing- 
‘ton my headquarters, from which I was 
gent out on various missions throughout 
\the country, accomplishing them with 
what I may call, without self-fiattery, 
tolerable success. 

But the “pension fraud problem,” as I 
‘have named this particular case, bafied 
me, and at last, finding a solution impos- 
sible, I called in the aid of Peter Crewe, 
whose quickness of eye and peculiar fac- 
urty of photographically recording any- 
thing that he had ever seen, and storing 
it in his memory until he had use for it, 
had made him invaluable to me on many 
previous occasions. Crewe responded to 
my appeal at once and came on to Wash- 
ington, where I posted him in the detaile 
of this affair.
